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Area businesses can now 
apply for a grant to help 
them recover from the ef- 
fects of the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

“We realize this is a crit- 
ical time for our business 
community, and we wanted 
to subsidize their marketing 
through this grant,” said Lin- 
da Kelsay, publisher of the 
Wabash Plain Dealer. 

“As businesses begin to 
think about opening, even 
if it’s on a limited basis, it’s 


vital that they communicate 
with their customers. We 
want to be a resource for 
them to do that.” 

The fund is open to all lo- 
cally owned and operated 
businesses impacted by the 
coronavirus, whether or not 
they are current advertisers. 

Grant money can be used 
for local Wabash Plain 
Dealer print newspaper and 
special product advertising, 
between April 28 and June 
30, 2020. Grants are avail- 


able for a minimum of $200 
and a maximum of $5,000 of 
matching funds each month. 
For example, if a business is 
awarded a grant and spends 
$200 in advertising, the Wa- 
bash Plain Dealer will match 
with a grant of $200 addi- 
tional advertising dollars to 
equal $400.

Holcomb signs executive 
order to expedite 
unemployment appeals 


Paperwork 
requirements for 
PPP and EIDL also 
temporarily waived

Gov. Eric J. Holcomb 
signed an executive order 
Thursday to speed up the 
review of unemployment 
insurance claim appeals 
during the fight against 
COVID-19, according to 
Rachel Hoffmeyer, press 
secretary. 

The executive order 20-23 


allows the Department of 
Workforce Development to 
hire additional staff to re- 
view the appeals. 

The executive order also 
waives paperwork require- 
ments to help businesses 
apply for federal assistance 
under programs such as the 
Paycheck Protection Pro- 
gram (PPP) and Econom- 
ic Injury Disaster Loans 
(EIDL) and temporarily 
waives requirements for 
documents connected to 
certain alcohol permits. 

Additionally, the execu- 
tive order extends the busi- 
ness personal property tax 
deadlines to June 15.

Diesel school bus 
to be swapped 
with larger vehicle

In conjunction with the 
50th anniversary of Earth 
Day on Thursday, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) awarded 
$1,015,000 to replace 52 
older diesel school buses in 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Ohio and Wis- 
consin, according to Joshua 
Singer, public affairs spe- 
cialist. 

One of the school districts 
to be awarded such funds 
was Manchester Commu- 
nity Schools (MCS), which 
received $20,000 to replace 
one school bus. 

In response to a Plain Deal- 
er request Thursday, Teresa 
L. Gremaux, MCS superin- 
tendent, referred questions 
about the grant to Imogene 
Knight, transportation direc- 
tor. 

In response to a Plain Deal- 
er request Friday, Knight 
stated they applied for this 
grant in fall 2019. 

“I am extremely excited 
to have gotten word that the 
MCS Transportation Depart- 
ment has awarded us with 
this $20,000 grant,” she stat- 
ed. 

Knight stated they are re- 
placing a 2005 Thomas mod- 
el FS65 bus, which holds 66 
passengers, with a C-2 bus, 
which holds 78 passengers. 

“The bus we are replacing 
must be rendered useless 
and cannot be traded in,” 
stated Knight. “I have to 
have a 3-inch hole bored in 
the engine block and have 
the chassis frame rails cut in 
two. It must then be taken to 
a salvage yard and scrapped. 
When the new bus is deliv- 
ered to us this fall, I must 
give a documented report of 
the mileage, fuel and usage 
records to the EPA for three 
years.” 

Nationwide, EPA award- 
ed $11.5 million to replace 
580 older diesel school bus- 
es, with funds going to 157 
school bus fleets in 43 states 
and Puerto Rico, stated 
Singer. 

All will receive rebates 
through EPA’s Diesel Emis- 
sions Reduction Act (DERA) 
funding. The new buses will

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Indiana reports 79 more deaths 
presumed from coronavirus 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
Indiana has had at least 79 
people who died with coro- 
navirus infection symptoms 
but were not tested for the 
illness, the state health com- 
missioner said Friday. 

Those presumed COVID- 
19 related deaths are in addi- 
tion to the state’s total of 741 
deaths involving confirmed 
coronavirus infections, Dr. 
Kristina Box said. 

The presumptive deaths 
involved determinations by 


doctors of the person’s infec- 
tion by use of chest X-rays, 
scans, information about 
their symptoms and how 
their condition deteriorated, 
Box said. 

Details about when the 
deaths occurred weren’t 
immediately released. Box 
said the presumptive deaths 
wouldn’t be included in the 
confirmed death toll. 

“These deaths give us a 
better sense of the impact of 
COVID-19,” Box said. 


Gov. Eric Holcomb has 
talked about easing next 
week the business and trav- 
el restrictions in place under 
the statewide stay-at-home 
order if a surge in coronavi- 
rus cases doesn’t occur and 
cut into the capacity of hos- 
pitals to care for patients. 

The latest state statistics 
showed 621 COVID-19 pa- 
tients were in the intensive 
care units of Indiana hospi- 
tals, which had 44 percent of 
their ICU beds available. 


3 states ease lockdowns; U.S. 
COVID-19 toll passes 50,000

SAVANNAH, Ga. — Even 
as the confirmed U.S. death 
toll from coronavirus soared 
past 50,000, Georgia, Okla- 
homa and Alaska began 
loosening lockdown orders 
Tuesday on their pandem- 
ic-wounded businesses, de- 
spite warnings from health 
experts that the gradual steps 
toward normalcy might be 
happening too soon. 

Republican governors in 
Georgia and Oklahoma al- 
lowed salons, spas and barber- 
shops to reopen, while Alaska 
opened the way for restaurants 
to resume dine-in service and 
retail shops and other busi- 
nesses to open their doors, all 
with limitations. Some Alaska 
municipalities chose to main- 
tain stricter rules. 

Though limited in scope, 
and subject to social-dis- 
tancing restrictions, the re- 
openings marked a symbolic 
milestone in the debate rag- 
ing in the United States — and 
the world — as to how quick- 
ly political leaders should 
lift economically damaging 
lockdown orders. 

Similar scenarios have been 
playing worldwide and will 
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soon proliferate in the U.S. 
as other governors wrestle 
with conflicting priorities. 
Their economies have been 
battered by weeks of quar- 
antine-fueled job losses 
and soaring unemployment 
claims, yet health officials 
warn that lifting stay-at-home 
orders now could spark a re- 
surgence of COVID-19. 

The coronavirus has killed 
more than 190,000 people 
worldwide, including — as of 
Friday — more than 50,000 in 
the United States, according 
to a tally compiled by John 
Hopkins University from 
government figures. The ac- 
tual death toll is believed to 
be far higher. 

New cases are surging in 
Africa and Latin America as 
outbreaks subside in some 
places that were hit earlier. 

In Oklahoma, Gov. Kevin 
Stitt authorized personal-care 
businesses to open, citing 
a decline in the number of 
people being hospitalized for 
COVID-19. Those business- 
es were directed to maintain 
social distancing, require 
masks and frequently sanitize 
equipment. Still, some of the 
state’s largest cities, includ- 
ing Norman, Oklahoma City 
and Tulsa, were opt ing to 
keep their bans in place until

at least the end of April. 

With deaths and infections 
still rising in Georgia, many 
business owners planned 
to stay closed despite Gov. 
Brian Kemp’s assurance that 
hospital visits and new cases 
have leveled off enough for 
barbers, tattoo artists, mas- 
sage therapists and personal 
trainers to return to work with 
restrictions. 

Kemp’s timeline to restart 
the economy proved too am- 
bitious even for President 
Donald Trump, who said he 
disagrees with the fellow Re- 
publican’s plan. 

On Friday, Trump signed a 
$484 billion bill to aid employ- 
ers and hospitals under stress 
from the pandemic — the lat- 
est federal effort to help keep 
afloat businesses that have had 
to close or scale down. Over 
the past five weeks, roughly 
26 million people have filed 
for jobless aid, or about 1 in 6 
U.S. workers. 

Without a tried-and-tested 
action plan for how to pull 
countries out of coronavirus 
lockdown, the world is seeing 
a patchwork of approaches. 
Schools reopen in one coun- 
try, stay closed in others; face 
masks are mandatory in some 
places, a recommendation 
elsewhere.

If you stop react- 
ing so much and trying to 
control him, he will likely 
calm down all by himself. 

When his fascination sub- 
sides, you may want to let 
him know when it is smart 
to use your proper name. I 
learned this the hard way 
when my daughter was 
about your son’s age. She 
had somehow gotten out- 
side when I was in the doc- 
tor’s office. The door self- 
locked, and she was calling 
out, “Mommy!

Trump: Postal Service 
charge Amazon more,

WASHINGTON — Pres- 
ident Donald Trump said 
Friday that he won’t approve 
a $10 billion loan for the 
U.S. Postal Service unless 
the agency raises charges for 
Amazon and other big ship- 
pers to four to five times cur- 
rent rates. 

“The Postal Service is a 
joke because they’re handing 
out packages for Amazon 
and other internet companies 
and every time they bring a 
package, they lose money on 
it,’ Trump told reporters in 
the Oval Office. 

The president was re- 
sponding to a question about 
reports his administration 
plans to force major chang- 
es in postal operations as 
the price for approving a 
$10 billion loan that was in- 
cluded in the government’s 
$2 trillion economic rescue 
package. 

Under the rescue package 
legislation, Treasury Secre- 
tary Steven Mnuchin must 
approve the loan before the 


Postal Service can receive 
the money. Officials at the 
Postal Service had no im- 
mediate reaction to Trump’s 
comments. 

Trump said the changes the 
administration will insist on 
will make it a “whole new 
ballgame” at the Postal Ser- 
vice. He said the Postal Ser- 
vice did not want to make 
the changes because they did 
not want to offend Amazon 
and other companies. 

Looking at Mnuchin, who 
was with him in the Oval 
Office, the president said, “If 
they don’t raise the price of 
the service they give ... ’'m 
not signing anything and I’m 
not authorizing you to do 
anything.” 

Mnouchin told reporters that 
he had Treasury officials 
working with the Postal Ser- 
vice on the terms of the loan 
if postal officials decide they 
need more money. 

“We are going to post cer- 
tain criteria for (a) postal re- 
form program as part of the 
loan,’ Mnuchin said. He said 
the Postal Service board is 
already conducting a search 
for a new postmaster general

to run the agency and under- 
taking reforms of operations. 

The Washington Post, 
which first reported the 
administration’s push for 
changes at the Postal Ser- 
vice, quoted unnamed offi- 
cials as saying that senior 
Postal Service officials have 
been told the administration 
wants to use the $10 billion 
loan as leverage to influ- 
ence how much the agency 
charges for delivering pack- 
ages and how it manages its 
finances. 

Trump has complained for 
years that the Postal Ser- 
vice was being exploited by 
Amazon and other shippers 
and that was the reason the 
agency was losing so much 
money. 

He tweeted later Friday, 
however, that we won’t let 
the Post Office fail. 

“It has been mismanaged 
for years, especially since 
the advent of the internet 
and modern-day technolo- 
gy, Trump said in a tweet. 
“The people that work there 
are great, and we’re going to 
keep them happy, healthy, 
and well!”

hen things aren’t going 

smoothly for President 
Trump, his go-to move is to change 
the subject to topics that cheer his 
supporters and drive his critics into 
paroxysms of outrage. Mr. Trump’s 
decision on Wednesday to, as he 
proclaimed on Twitter, sign an “Ex- 
ecutive Order prohibiting immigra- 
tion into our Country today” seems 
designed as just such a distraction. 

The president first announced his 
intention in a late-night tweet on 
Monday, claiming it was a neces- 
sary response to “the attack from 
the Invisible Enemy” — his latest 
nickname for the coronavirus — and 
“to protect the jobs of our GREAT 
American citizens.” Like clock- 
work, Democrats denounced his 
“xenophobia” and accused him of 
trying to shift the nation’s focus 
away from his handling of the 
pandemic. 

But the outcry is also behind the 
curve. In the name of protecting the 
nation, the Trump administration 
has already shut down most legal 
immigration through more piece- 
meal moves. In recent weeks, it has 
imposed tougher travel restrictions 
and has stopped processing most 
visas. Visa interviews are not taking 
place, nor are citizenship ceremo- 
nies. Migrants crossing the border 
are now turned back without the 
usual protections for minors and 
asylum seekers. 

As Mr. Trump elaborated at his 
Tuesday news briefing, there will 
be a 60-day “pause” in issuing 
new green cards — though he said 
that could be extended “based on 
economic conditions.” Responding 
in part to a backlash from business, 
the ban, for now at least, will not 
affect guest worker programs, in- 
cluding seasonal farm workers and 
individuals with H-1B visas. 

To recap: The president is trum- 
peting a temporary ban on immigra- 
tion to protect American jobs that 
exempts many employment-based 
programs. 

While Mr. Trump’s executive 
order is flashy, in policy terms, it 
is less an announcement of what 
he is going to do than what he 
has already done in realizing an

anti-immigration vision formed 
long before anyone had ever heard 
of Covid-19. 

As for immigrants already here, 
on Tuesday, the Department of Ed- 
ucation issued guidelines that will 
bar undocumented college students, 
including Dreamers, from receiving 
federal emergency aid for expenses, 
including food, housing and child 
care. 

Choking off legal immigration is 
just one aspect of the administra- 
tion’s longstanding agenda that’s 
being cast as a pandemic response. 
In the midst of the crisis, the ad- 
ministration has plowed ahead with 
non-Covid priorities that, in more 
normal times, most likely would 
have met with fierce pushback. 

Environmental regulations have 
been a top target. In late March, the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
announced that, during this national 
emergency, power plants and facto- 
ries would be allowed to self-moni- 
tor their pollution and would not be 
fined for violating certain reporting 
requirements. The administration 
also issued its new rule gutting 
vehicle fuel efficiency standards. 

In mid-April, the agency changed 
the way it calculates the benefits 

of regulating mercury, effectively 
weakening regulation of it and other 
toxic metals released by power 
plants. Most if not all of these 
moves are likely to be ensnarled in 
lengthy, costly legal challenges. 

Going forward, the administra- 
tion is poised to use executive 
actions to roll back regulations on 
business, according to The Wash- 
ington Post. Measures said to be 
under consideration include direct- 
ing federal agencies not to enforce 
regulations on small businesses, as 
well as making permanent many of 
the regulatory waivers temporarily 
granted in response to the pandem- 
ic by agencies such as the Food 
and Drug Administration and the 
E.P.A. 

Those who have stood in the 
way of Mr. Trump’s preferred 
prescriptions for the pandemic 
have not fared well. This week, Dr. 
Rick Bright was bumped from his 
post atop the agency charged with 


developing a coronavirus vaccine. 
Dr. Bright told The Times that he 
was dismissed for demanding that 
the emergency funding be invested 
in “safe and scientifically vetted 
solutions” rather than remedies 
“that lack scientific merit.” He 
specifically cited his resistance to 
the “broad use” of chloroquine and 
hydroxychloroquine, which Mr. 
Trump was hawking as wonder 
drugs until the past few days, 
when additional research emerged 
spotlighting the medicines’ lack 
of proven efficacy and potentially 
lethal risks in treating Covid-19 
patients. 

Mr. Trump is also eager to restore 
and expand tax cuts, always a 
popular move with his party. He 
has been pushing Congress to bring 
back the corporate meal and enter- 
tainment deduction. “It'll keep our 
restaurants going,” he insisted at a 
briefing earlier this month. “In fact, 
I think the restaurant business will 
be actually bigger and better than it 
is right now.” 

Beyond policy, Mr. Trump is 
working to dismantle oversight of 
his administration. Immediately af- 
ter signing the $2 trillion relief bill, 
he issued a signing statement saying 
that he would be ignoring some 
of the oversight measures written 
into the bill. “These provisions are 
impermissible forms of congres- 
sional aggrandizement with respect 
to the execution of the laws,” the 
statement said. 

Less than two weeks later, the 
president ousted Glenn Fine, the 
acting inspector general for the 
Pentagon, who had been tasked 
with overseeing the administration’s 
handling of the relief funding. 

Mr. Fine is not the only adminis- 
tration watchdog Mr. Trump has put 
down. On April 3, he fired Michael 
Atkinson, the inspector general of 
the intelligence community, who 
alerted Congress to the existence 
of the whistle-blower complaint 
that ultimately led to Mr. Trump’s 
impeachment. 

Along with Mr. Atkinson’s firing, 
the president announced “his intent 
to nominate” a handful of people to 
serve in inspector general positions 
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vote. 


s spring smothers us in shut- 

down-clear skies of azure, I’ve 
wondered how anything could be 
wrong in the world.

A whisper of sanity? 


Ceasefire from what, you ask? 
From armed conflict, though that 
would be largely symbolic, as the 
likely signatories aren’t, strictly 
speaking, even at war. Think of the 
“ceasefire” as more of a symbol- 
ic move, the first part of a more 
unified global campaign against the 
virus. The broad terms have been 
agreed to by France, the U.S., the 
United Kingdom and China while 
the bigger fight against COVID-19 
continues. A spokesman for Vlad- 
imir Putin has said Russia “most 
likely” will sign on, too. 

The U.N. Secretary-General for 
weeks has been calling on leaders 
to support a global cessation of 
hostilities so the world can focus on 
the pandemic. Perhaps 

there’s hope that other nations — 
and in some cases, proxies — would 
follow the Security Council’s lead. 
If it’s only a symbolic gesture, it’s a 
good one. 

This rare moment of reason is 
based upon the idea that all nations 
need to work together to fight the 
global pandemic. Even the least ra- 
tional among us, the Islamic State, 
has ordered its fighters to avoid Eu- 
rope during the pandemic. Jihadists 
apparently don’t want to get sick 
and die, either, despite heaven’s 
promised rewards. 

The parameters of a ceasefire pose 
interesting questions. Would it mean 


that adversaries also pause their 
war of words? President Trump and 
Chinese premier Xi Jinping have 
been engaged in a blame game that 
is unhelpful to the cause of defeat- 
ing COVID-19. Not that there isn’t 
blame to go around; China tried to 
cover up the cause and severity of 
its outbreak and death rates when 
honesty might have altered the 
trajectory and scope of the disease 
beyond China’s borders. 

Trump has cut off funding to the 
World Health Organization for its 
alleged collusion with China. The 
WHO became an unreliable source 
when it echoed Chinese propa- 
ganda. In turn, China has seeded 
a conspiracy theory that the U.S. 
military planted the virus in Wuhan. 
This sort of exchange may be less 
dramatic than bombs-bursting-in- 
air, but the ultimate effects may 
prove just as deadly. 

As lve previously written, there 
will be plenty of time for assigning 
blame after the bodies are counted. 
For now, the world’s focus needs 
to be on stopping the virus’s spread 
and developing a vaccine. This can 
only be done by joining forces, 
sharing resources, and setting aside 
differences that the virus doesn’t 
recognize. 

When the leaders of the G7 na- 
tions met virtually on Thursday to 
discuss the pandemic, they might 
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throughout government, indicating 
a more expansive makeover. 

The White House has also taken 
advantage of a preoccupied nation 
to further its project of packing the 
judiciary with conservatives. On 
April 3, Mr. Trump tapped Judge 
Justin Walker for a seat on the 
influential United States Court of 
Appeals for the District of Colum- 
bia. Mr. Walker is a 37-year-old 
protégé of Mitch McConnell, the 
Senate majority leader, and has 
been serving as a Federal District 
Court judge in Kentucky for around 
six months. The American Bar 
Association rated him “unqualified” 
for that post because of his inexpe- 
rience. Mr. McConnell reiterated on 
Tuesday that the Senate will con- 
tinue to confirm judicial nominees 
during the crisis. 

There is nothing inherently 
wrong about Mr. Trump pursuing 
his agenda during this pandem- 
ic, or even using it to help make 
his case for action. On the other 
side of the aisle, Democrats are 
putting a coronavirus-spin on their 
priorities, from health care reform 
to paid family leave to an expan- 
sion of mail-in voting. As Rahm 
Emanuel, the former White House 
chief of staff, memorably opined 
during the 2009 financial melt- 
down, “Never allow a good crisis 
go to waste. It’s an opportunity 
to do the things you once thought 
were impossible.” 

But this president has repeated- 
ly demonstrated his eagerness to 
exploit any available opening, or 
to invent new ones when neces- 
sary, to expand his authority and 
advance his own interests. Recall 
his reallocating billions of dollars 
from the Pentagon’s budget to build 
a wall across a tiny portion of the 
Southern border, for instance, under 
the guise of a national emergency 
last year. While presidential tweets 
and briefings are shiny objects to 
distract the news media and public, 
the Trump administration’s low- 
er-profile activity begs for even 
stricter scrutiny — especially in the 
midst a global crisis.

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Indiana 
freezes 
much state 
hiring with 
virus tax hit 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
Indiana’s state government 
has imposed a widespread 
hiring freeze and other lim- 
its on spending as officials 
brace for a major financial 
hit from the coronavirus 
crisis. 

A memo issued this week 
by the State Budget Agency 
directs department leaders 
to take action for reducing 
expenses, along with no ve- 
hicle or furniture purchases. 

No state employees have 
yet been laid off yet, but 
officials will be looking 
closely before filling any 
vacancies, said Cristopher 
Johnston, director of the 
state’s Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget. 

“Obviously, there are 
agencies that are on the 
front lines with fighting the 
virus so we will take partic- 
ular care in looking at their 
staffing needs,’ said John- 
ston, who is Gov. Eric Hol- 
comb’s top fiscal adviser. 

Through February, state 
revenues were about $100 
million better than estimates 
for the first eight months of 
the current fiscal year, but 
came in 6 percent, or about 
$70 million, below projec- 
tions in March. Officials 
expect a major tax revenue 
decline for April but haven’t 
yet given estimates. 

“Anticipating what is 
coming with the downturn 
in the economy, all the 
measures in that memo are 
things that I think have to be 
considered and are on the 
table,’ Johnston said.

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Mask-making movement 


Local volunteers sew, deliver hundreds of fabric 
masks for health care workers, seniors, more

What started almost a 
month ago as an urgent re- 
quest is now a full-on move- 
ment as local individuals and 
groups have answered the 
call to sew fabric masks for 
health care workers, seniors 
and more. 


How it all began 


Late last month, as the 
COVID-19 was becom- 
ing more of a reality each 
day, Grow Wabash County 
asked “any of our investors, 
businesses or individuals 
that have new, unused dust 
or N95 masks that they are 
willing to donate” to bring 
them to Parkview Wabash 
Hospital. 

Mayor Scott Long ap- 
proached Rick and Jennifer 
VanHoose-Simson, owners 
of Rick’s Auto, to see if they 
had any masks. They didn’t. 
But, later that same eve- 
ning, Jennifer’s sister-in-law 
Shelly VanHoose, a nurse, 
sent a group text asking who 
could sew. 


From there, Jennifer 
co-founded the Facebook 
group, Wabash Strong, after 
a post about the need went 
viral. Word spread fast. In 
the first 12 hours, there were 
over 160 members. 

As of Thursday, the group 
had nearly 1,200 members. 


Beyond the hospital 


Jennifer stated they soon 
were inundated with requests 
reaching far beyond the hos- 
pital. They soon found them- 
selves dropping off masks at 
places like nursing homes, 
medical facilities and indi- 
vidual physicians. The group 
donated 64 masks to Autumn 
Ridge Rehabilitation Centre. 

In response to a Plain 
Dealer request earlier this 
month, Beverly Ferry, CEO 
of Living Well in Wabash 
County, stated the Wabash 
Strong group created and 
delivered 100 masks, specif- 
ically for the senior citizens 
who rely on them for transit 
to places like the doctor’s 
office and grocery store. 
Ferry stated they had re- 
ceived additional donations

from others, as well. 

“Two other women made 
and donated two dozen 
each,” she stated. “Another 
woman donated 10, and on 
and on.” 


Need from health care 
workers continues 


Now that the group has 
been working tirelessly to- 
gether to fulfill the imme- 
diate needs of health care 
workers and others for a few 
weeks now, many of the ini- 
tial requests have been han- 
dled. 

Earlier this week, Jennifer 
stated she is back at work

now, and that she has handed 
the distribution over to Cin- 
dy Miller Solloway, Wabash 
Strong’s co-administrator. 

In response to a Plain Deal- 
er request Tuesday, Sollo- 
way stated they were “just 
about caught up” with the 
orders they’ve received. 

Jennifer stated Ecolab in 
Huntington just picked up 
110 masks made by the 
group. 

But, now even larger orders 
from medical facilities are 
on the horizon. 

Solloway stated they were 
now helping make masks for 
Midwest Eye Consultants, 
which needs 2,000 masks 
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for their entire district. She 
stated Midwest Eye Con- 
sultants was supplying all 
of the material needed for 
the members of the group to 
make the masks. 

Solloway stated so far, 
the group had constructed 
1,576 masks in total. But, 
she stated, that doesn’t even 
cover them all. That’s just 
counting the ones that have 


fi 
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been dropped off to one of 
the group’s designated loca- 
tions. 

“There have been members 
of our group that have de- 
livered the masks to nursing 
facilities themselves,’ she 
stated.
